The  moving  of  Aldrich  Bros.  Lumber  job  from  the  moun- 
tain discontinues  the  school  at  Aldrich ville,  and  caused  an  over- 
flow of  scholars  at  South  Wallingford,  which  had  to  be  provided 
for.    Being  unable  to  rent  a  suitable  building  for  the  purpose, 
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the  only  feasible  plan  presenting  itsell  was  to  add  a  second 
story  to  the  old  school  building,  which  the  directors  have  done, 
and  are  now  running  two  schools.  The  school  census  shows  74 
pupils  of  school  age  in  the  South  Wallingford  district.  Parents 
and  guardians  will  please  notice  Act.  24,  Laws  of  '98,  an  act  to 
amend  Sec.  709,  Chapter  38,  of  the  Vermont  Statutes  relating 
to  school  age. 

Sickness  in  two  schools  will  prevent  their  getting  the  full 
number  of  weeks  allotted  them.  After  teaching  four  weeks, 
the  teacher  in  Sprague  School  found  a  position  more  to  his  lik- 
ing and  closed  the  school.  Scholars  have  since  been  carried  to 
Centerville. 

The  term  of  John  E.  Priest  expires  this  spring,  therefore 
one  director  is  to  be  chosen  at  the  March  meeting. 

The  total  amount  expended  for  schools  the  fifth  year  under 
town  system  was  $4,674,09,  from  which  deduct  tuitions,  $153.50, 
hall  rent,  $45.00  ;  material  sold,  $4.37;  leaving  the  actual  cost 
for  that  year,  $4,471.22,  including  balance  in  treasury  last  year 
credited  to  school  fund  account;  whole  amount  received  for 
school  purposes  was  $5,251.57.  Orders  have  been  drawn  to 
close  fifth  year  under  town  system  for  $8345.73,  and  current  year, 
$4,209.18,  leaving  a  balance  to  school  fund  account  of  $205.66. 
There  is  due  tuitions,  $59.00;  hall  rent,  $20.00;  material  sold, 
$2.25;  total,  $81.25;  orders  to  be  drawn  (estimated),  $956.75. 
From  last  year  school  fund  shows  a  shortage  of  $704.48.  In 
the  aggregate  the  schools  of  the  town  have  had  24  weeks  more 
than  any  year  under  town  system,  and  the  enlarging  of  school- 
house  at  South  Wallingford,  which  was  not  considered  when 
appropriations  was  made  last  year,  have  tended  to  decrease  the 
surplus  in  school  fund  account  of  one  year  ago.

R.  O.  STAFFORD, 
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SCHOOL  SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT. 

Having  been  appointed  as  school  superintendent  hut  one  year 
ago  and  having  lived  but  a  short  time  in  the  state,  I  cannot 
compare  the  work  of  the  present  year  with  that  of  years  gone 
by,  nor  can  I  make  a  comparison  with  that  accomplished  in  the 
schools  of  our  neighboring  towns.  But  I  have  been  interested 
and  gratified  by  watching  the  progress,  which  has  been  steady 
and  increasing  as  the  months  have  rolled  away. 

Our  schools  have  known  some  discouragements  and  draw- 
backs, owing  to  the  illness  of  teachers  and  scholars,  but  the  sub- 
stitutes have  adjusted  themselves  to  the  situation  with  remark- 
able rapidity  and  taken  up  the  work  with  wisdom  and  ability, 
while  the  scholars,  on  returning  to  their  duties,  have  put  forth 
commendable  efforts  to  reach  the  rank  and  standing  which  they 
had  lost.  Your  superintendent  has  been  much  pleased  with 
the  work  and  methods  of  our  teachers  as  a  whole,  with  the 
deep  interest  they  have  shown  in  their  labors  and  the  desire  to 
see  the  pupils  advance  with  the  discipline  which,  although  not 
harsh,  has  been  firm  and  which  has  resulted  in  a  marked  im- 
provement in  deportment  in  the  last  few  months. 

There  has  also  been  an  increasing  interest  on  the  part  of  the 
scholars  in  their  studies,  and  a  diligence  in  preparation  which 
has  made  it  a  pleasure  to  the  visitor  to  be  present  at  the  recita- 
tions. 

A  step  has  been  taken  toward  bringing  the  schools  up  to  a 
higher  standard  and  making  them  a  stepping  stone  to  the  great 
world  of  education  beyond.  This  has  been  especially  seen  in 
our  high  school.  A  y?ar  of  German  has  been  introduced  and 
the  standard  raised  in  other  branches,  and  in  this  way,  without 
having  to  bear  the  expense  and  inconvenience  of  going  away  to 
some  academy,  a  scholar  may  receive  here  all  the  preparation 
necessary  for  entering  college. 

But  there  are  some  lines  by  which  an  advance  may  be  made 
and  I  trust  will  be  made  in  the  coming  year.  Some  of  our 
schools  are  not  provided  with  the  proper  materials  for  work. 

It  is  impossible  to  teach  chemistry  with  the  few  materials  and 
apparatus  at  the  command  of  our  instructors.  Our  laboratory 
is  not  only  small  but  deplorably  deficient. 
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In  a  few  of  our  schools,  also,  there  is  is  a  great  need  felt  for 
better  maps.  A  teacher  cannot  give  her  pupils  a  proper  idea  of 
location  or  make  them  familiar  with  the  great  geographical 
world  unless  she  has  the  means  near  at  hand,  and  while  the 
small  maps  in  the  books  may  serve  as  a  substitute  they  cannot 
take  the  place  of'  the  larger  and  more  comprehensive  maps 
which  should  be  found  in  every  class-room. 

The  increase  of  expenditure  by  the  board  should  not  be 
looked  upou  as  a  means  of  complaint  by  the  taxpayer,  but 
should  be  a  proof  that  more  is  being  done  to  make  the  schools 
efficient. 

We  need,  also,  a  better  system  of  grading.  A  more  thorough 
course  of  instruction  mapped  out  that  the  lower  grade  may  form 
an  easy  transition  to  the  higher. 

More  frequent  visitation  of  the  schools  by  the  parents  should 
also  be  urged.  In  this  way  they  could  be  better  prepared  to 
judge  the  work  of  both  teacher  and  scholar.  To  judge  a 
teacher  by  the  advance  of  the  scholar  without  knowing  all  the 
facts  is  wrong.  Sometimes  the  scholar  is  wholly  to  blame  for 
his  slow  progress,  for  if  a  girl  or  boy  will  not  study,  no  matter 
how  efficient  the  teacher,  no  matter  how  great  his  ability,  he 
.will  not  rise.  It  is  true  at  times  the  fault  is-  with  the  teacher. 
Every  parent  should  investigate  for  himself  before  condemning, 
and  more  harmonious  effort  on  the  part  of  all  will  lead  to  even 
greater  success  in  the  year  to  come.

HEALTH  OFFICERS  REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  BUILDINGS 
AND  GROUNDS. 

With  few  important  exceptions  the  sanitary  conditions  of 
the  school  buildings  and  grounds  are  good.  During  the  year 
there  has  occurred  no  epidemic  of  contagious  diseases,  having  its 
origin  among  the  pupils.  All  of  the  school  rooms  are  comfort- 
ably warmed  and,  excepting  the  grammar  department  of  the 
high  school,  are  well  lighted .  On  the  other  hand  none  of  the 
rooms  can  be  well  ventilated,  except  by  opening  the  windows, 
which  necessarily  exposes  to  draughts  those  seated  near  them. 
For  the  comfort  and  physical  good  of  the  pupils  the  modern 
school  seats  should  be  placed  in  such  school  buildings  as  have 
not  yet  adopted  them. 

The  outbuildings  of  those  schools  located  in  what  are  known 
as  the  Sprague*  Centerville,  Sweetland  and  West  Hill  districts 
are  in  poor  condition  and  should  be  replaced  by  new  ones,  pro- 
vided with  lock  and  key,  as  is  done  in  the  South  Wallingford 
district. 

For  a  more  detailed  account  see  last  year's  report  of  school 
grounds.

HEALTH  OFFICER'S  REPORT  OF  SCHOOL 
PREMISES. 

Since  the  enactment  of  the  law  requiring  the  annual 
inspection  of  school  buildings,  there  has  been  a  general 
tendency  to  improvement  of  their  sanitary  surroundings. 
During  the  last  year  improvements  have  been  made  in  the 
Svveetland  district.  Further  improvements  could  be  made 
in  most  of  the  districts,  which  would  add  to  the  comfort 
of  the  scholars.  In  the  East  Wallingford  school  house  new 
school  benches  should  be  placed  instead  of  the  old  fash- 
ioned ones,  which  are  uncomfortable,  especially  for  the 
younger  scholars. 

The  source  of  water  supply  for  the  various  schools  is 
of  no  small  importance,  and  should  receive  the  careful  at- 
tention of  the  directors.  There  has  not  originated  any 
serious  infectious  disease  in  the  schools  during  the  year. 

While  the  surroundings  of  the  school  buildings  are 
generally  good,  there  is  evident  need  of  more  attention  in 
some  cases.

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HEALTH  OFFICER'S  REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  BUILD- 
INGS AND  GROUNDS. 

I  have  looked  over  the  school  buildings  and  their  sur- 
roundings in  the  various  school  districts,  accompanied,  in 
most  cases,  by  one  of  the  directors  or  the  teacher  in  charge. 

While  the  West  Hill  school  buildings  are  not  in  the 
best  of  repair,  the  surroundings  are  sanitary.  The  school 
room  is  small,  well  lighted  and  ventilated  by  opening  of 
windows  and  doors,  as  are  all  the  school  rooms  in  town. 

The  two  rooms  in  the  South  Wallingford  school  build- 
ing are  large  and  cheerful.  The  buildings  and  grounds  are 
in  good  condition. 

During  the  past  year  the  buildings  in  Centerville  dis- 
trict have  been  repaired  and  placed  in  better  condition. 

There  is  need  of  repairs  in  the  Sprague  district,  and  I 
am  informed  plans  are  made  for  this  being  done  before  the 
opening  of  the  spring  term. 

The  East  Wallingford  school  buildings  stand  on  good 
ground,  which  is  well  drained,  except  in  very  wet  seasons, 
when  the  cellar  is  wet.  Aside  from  a  few  small  repairs 
the  buildings  are  in  good  condition. 

The  High  school  buildings  and  grounds  are  being  kept 
in  sanitary  conditions,  though  a  few  repairs  are  wanted. 
The  grammar  room  has  been  enlarged,  giving  this  room 
better  light  and  opportunity  for  ventilation. 

The  Sweatland  school  buildings  and  grounds  are  in 
good  repair  and  are  being  well  attended  to. 

There  has  been  no  contagious  diseases  reported  from 
any  of  the  schools  during  the  year.
